Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The proposed limitation "subjective assessment" is not supported by the specification. 

As per applicant's arguments regarding the references do not teach the desired qualities including at least two analytical ability, 
self-confidence, initiative, change orientation, and interpersonal shills have been considered but are not persuasive. These qualities are 
abstract qualities, and are subjective to people's interpretation. There are no clear measurement for each quality, and different people 
would have different interpretation. During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest reasonable interpretation 
consistent with the specification." Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecussion and broad 
interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re 
Prater, 162 USPQ 541,550-51 (CCPA 1969). For the above reasons, Examiner believed that examiner's interpretation and rejection that 
the circuit design skill is the analytical ability and the management skill is the interpersonal skill were proper. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to modify the system of 
Haq by incorporating the step of selecting candidate to interview as disclosed by Joao. The motivation being to allow the employer to 
decide which candidate is the most suitable candidate for the job through the interview process. 
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
